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Bronchotomy.—I’c boy in Frtcburgli, Me.

which entered the windpipe above the tube, 
and came out at the mouth. Without this 
operation, the child could not have survived 
but a few hours; it now gives every hope of 
a speedy recovery.

Mr. Long offered a 
resolution referring it to the Committee on 
Mnnufactures, to inquire into the expedien¬ 
cy of abolishing the duly on salt uiid mo¬ 
lasses, which was rejected without debate — 
ayes 3*. nocs 102. Mr M’Hatton submitted 
a resolution calling on the President for in¬ 
formation as to any negotiation which had 
been entered into with (ireat Biitaiii rela¬ 
tive to the Mirrtnder of tugitivc sl.ivc.s that 
may have taken rcluge in Catiatla. This res¬ 
olution lies one day on the table. On motion 
of Mr. Mitchell, of Fcnn. the bills before 
tbe House, at the last session, for the relief 
of sundry officers and widows, and for the 
relief of sundry rrvoluiionary and other of¬ 
ficers and soldiers, were rcfi-rrcd to the 
Committee on Military Pensions. 

'I'lie Rev. Mr. Post was electcil Chaplain 
of tlie House of Representatives for the pres¬ 
ent session. 

The House did not sit on Satui day. 

Alondcy, Drc. 8.—In the Senate, Mr. 
Barnard, of Penn-ylvaiiia, attended. A 
Sfiecial Committee on Freiicli Spoliations 
was chosen by ballot. I'lie Senate pro¬ 
ceeded to the choice of the Standing Com. 

In I he 1 louse of R r pi «sent:ilives, the v.a- 
rlous resolutions laid on the table on Frklay, 
containing calls on the E,xccutive Depart¬ 
ments for information, were sevei allv taken 
up anil agreed to. A number of new resolu¬ 
tions were offered; among others, was a res¬ 
olution offered by Mr (jilmcr, calling 
for various information on the subject of the 
Mil itary Academy at West Point. A res¬ 
olution wasoffered by Mr. .Mien of Massa- 
cliusetts, referring to the Cominitte of Ways 
and Means the expediency of retlucing the 
duties on lea. Several resolutions were laid 
on the table, cnlling for inlormation in rela¬ 
tion to the jiroccedings ot Engineers em¬ 
ployed on iliffereiit works. A message was 
received from the President, enclosing a 
statement of works of Internal linjirove- 
meiit, projected or commenced, as coiitiiinetl 
in estimates turnished from the offices of 
the Chief Engineer and the Quarter Mas¬ 
ter General. Mr Chilton submitted a reso¬ 
lution for the appointment of a Coiniiiissioii- 
cr in each State, whose duty it shall be to 
make inquiry .and submit annual reports, as 
to the internal condition ot the several 
States, with a view to regulate tlie appro- 
[iriations for the benefit of the States; but 
tlie resolution was tiromptly rejected. 

Tuesday, Dec. 10.— In the Senate, Mr. 
Hayne attended. 'I'lie election of the Stand¬ 
ing Committee was continued and complet¬ 
ed. Mr Silsbee siibmillcd a Resolution in 
slructing the Coiiimillee on Commerce to 
inquire into the expediency of abolishing the 
t-xisling difference of two and a half per 
cent, between the du'ies on imported goods 
and the drawback allowed on their re-ex¬ 
portation, and also to inquire whether some 
of the Custom House charges to which im¬ 
porters and exporters of nicrchandise, and 1 
owners of vessels, are row subjected, ought 
not to be’disconllnoed. 

Ill the House of Hepresentatives, the va¬ 
rious lesolutiuiis laid on the table yesterday, 
calling for information on various subjects, 
were taken up and agreed to. A resolution 
was offered reqniiing the Coinmiitee on 
Manufactures to inquire into the expediency 
of reducing the duty on Salt. When this res¬ 
olution was read, Mr Woodcock demanded 
the question of consideration, and asked for 
the Aves and Noes on the question, which 
were ordered. The question was then taken 
by ayes and noes, when the House refused 
to consider Che resolution—Ayes 75, Noes 
99. rhe annual Treasury Report was com¬ 
municated to the House by the Speaker, 
and 6000 copies were ordered to be printed. 
A Report from the Secretary of LVar, on 
the subject of the civilization of the Indians, 
was cuiumunicated to the House, and order¬ 
ed to be printed. 

After the morning business had been dis¬ 
posed of the Speaker culled the Orders of 
the Day; when, on motion of Mr. Strong, the 
House Resolved itself into Committee of the 
Whole on the state of the Union, and took 
up the bill to authorize the establishment of 
the territorial goveriiment of Huron. Mr. 


Buenos .Vyres, we have received files of the 
Argentine Aru's, from the 20th September 
to the 4ih Ortober, inclusive. 

The preliminary treaty of Peace, between 
the govei nmeiits of Brazil and Buenos Ay¬ 
res, Was r.-ttified by the Convention at Santa 
I-'e, on the “6ih September. Its ratifica ■ 
lion at Buenos .■Nvics, awaited the return of 
Seiiorcs Cavia and M.ii enn, from Santa Fe. 
(jreat preparations were making to cele- 
br.ite the peace. 

The appearance of the flag of truce Irom 
Monte Video on the Fltli September crea¬ 
ted very great excitement. As the boat 
did not come on shore agreeable to expecta¬ 
tion in the evening, the Admirals of the 
Port and Beach, awaited at the Mole with 
lighted lanterns, until 10 o’clock. On the 
14th the packet Swallow .arrived with the 
treaty of Peace. VN'hen the boats approach¬ 
ed the shore the crowd became immense, 
and the Admiral of the Beach, who hud gone 
to meet them, having, upon Irainiiig the 
good news, waved his hat, a general commo¬ 
tion was produced amongst the gazing and 
anxious spectators. The captain (Baldwin) 
at length came on shore, and an end was put 
to suspend by informing the people llial 
an honorable peace l-.ad been concluded, and 
that the deputies were to return in the Brit¬ 
ish sloop of war Heron, and the rest of the 
legation on board the Nector,—which latter 
vessel arrived on the 16lh. 

When the deputies landed, carriages were 
in wailing to conduct them to the fort, but 
they preferred walking, and proceeded a- 
lung the beach amid loud vivas, occasionally 
halting to receive the congratulatory ad 
dresses of their friends upon the happy re¬ 
sult of their mission.
